The party brought before any such officer, on the 
return /of any writ of habeas corpus, may deny any of the material facts 
set forth in the return, or allege any fact to show either that his imprison^ 
ment or detention is unlawful, or that he is entitled to his discharge,- which 
allegations or denials shall be on oath; and thereupon such officer shall 
proceed in a summary way, to hear such allegations and proofs as may be 
produced in support of such imprisonment or detention, or against the 
same, and to dispose of such party as the justice of the case may require. 

(50.) SEC. L. Whenever from the sickness or infirmity of the person, 
directed to be produced by any writ of habeas corpus, such person cannot, 
without danger, be brought before the officer before whom the writ is made 
returnable, the party in whose custody he is, may state the fact in his return 
to the writ, verifying the same by his oath; and if such officer be satisfied 
of the truth of such allegation, and the return be otherwise sufficient, he 
shall proceed to decide upon such return, and to dispose of the matter; 
and if it appear that the person detained, is illegally imprisoned, confined, 
or restrained of his liberty, the officer shall grant a writ of discharge, com­
manding those having such person in their custody, to discharge him forth­
with ; and if it appear that such person is [legally] detained, imprisoned, 
or confined, and is not entitled to be bailed, such officer shall cease from all 
further proceedings thereon. 

(51.) SEC. LI. Obedience to any writ of discharge, or to any order 
for the discharge of any prisoner, granted pursuant to the provisions of 
this chapter, may be enforced by the officer issuing such writ, or granting 
such order, by attachment, in the same manner as herein provided for a 
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neglect to make a return to a writ of habeas corpus, and with the like effect 
in all respects; and the person guilty of such disobedience, shall forfeit to 
the party aggrieved, one thousand two hundred and fifty dollars, in addi­
tion to any special damages such party may have sustained. 

(52.) SEC. LII . NO sheriff or other officer shall be liable to any .civil Officer not liable 
action for obeying any such writ or order of discharge ; and if any action obeyingwrit. 
shall be brought against such officer, for suffering any person committed 
to his custody to go at large, pursuant to any such writ or order, he may 
set up the same in answer, in bar of the action. 

(53.) SEC. LIIL NO person who has been discharged by the order of Persons once 
any officer, upon a habeas corpus, issued pursuant to the provisions of this SStbe'̂ ain'im 
chapter, shall be again imprisoned, resti-ained, or kept in custody, for the prisoned, 
same cause; but it shall not be deemed the same cause : 

1. If he shall have been discharged from a commitment on a criminal 
charge, and be afterwards committed for the same offence, by legal order 
or process of the court wherein he shall be bound by recognizance to 
appear, or in which he shall be indicted, or convicted for the same offense 
by the legal order or process of the court wherein he shall be bound by

4. If in any civil suit, he shall have been discharged from commitment 
on process, and shall be afterwards committed on execution in the same 
cause, or on mesne process in any other cause after such first suit shall 
have been discontinued. 

(54.) SEC. LIV. If any person shall knowingly recommit, imprison, pCnaity on per-
or restrain of his liberty, or cause to be committed, imprisoned, or re- in\nriso0nSDerson 
strained of his liberty for the same cause, except as provided in the last who has been 
section, any person so discharged, or shall knowingly aid or assist therein, sc arg ' 
he shall forfeit to the party so aggrieved, one thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars ; and shall also be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(55.) SEC. LV. Any one having in his custody, or under his power, Transferring par-
any person who by the provisions of this chapter, would be entitled to a ty to elude writ a 
writ of habeas corpus, to inquire into the cause of his detention, who shall 
with intent to elude the service of any such writ, or to avoid the effect 
thereof, transfer any such prisoner to the custody, or place him under the 
power or control of another, or conceal him, or change the place of his con­
finement, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(56.) SEC. LVI. Any one having in his custody, or under his power, Transferring par-
any person for whose relief a writ of habeas corpus shall have been duly J*^^"^™' u 

issued, pursuant to the provisions 'of this chapter, who with the intent to 
elude the service of such writ, or to avoid the effect thereof, shall transfer 
such prisoner to the custody, or place him under the power or control of 
another, or conceal him, or change the place of his confinement, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(57.) SEC. LVII. Every person who shall knowingly aid, or assist in Pcrsonaidiog 
the violation of either of the last two preceding sections, shall be deemed j ^ 4 assistms ha ' 
guilty of misdemeanor. 

(58.) SEC. LVIII . Every person _ convicted of any offense under punishment on 
either of the last four sections, shall be punished by fine or imprisonment, conviction. 
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or both, in the discretion of the court, in which he shall be convicted ; but 
such fine shall not exceed one thousand dollars, nor such imprisonment six 
months., 

(59.) SEC. LIX. Whenever it shall appear by satisfactory proof that 
any one is held in illegal confinement or custody, and that there is good 
reason to believe that he will be carried out of the territory, or sufier 
some irreparable injury before he can be relieved by the issuing of a 
habeas corpus, any officer authorized to issue such writs may issue a war­
rant under his hand and seal, reciting the facts, and directed to any sheriff, 
constable or other person, commanding such officer or person to take such 
prisoner and forthwith to bring him before such officer, to be dealt with 
according to law. 

(60.) SEC. LX. When the proof mentioned in the last section shall 
also be sufficient to justify an arrest of the person having such prisoner in 
custody, as for a criminal offense, committed in the taking or detaining of 
such prisoner, the warrant shall also contain an order for the arrest of 
such person for the offense. 

(61.) SEC. LXI . Any officer or person to whom such warrant shall 
be directed, shall execute the same by bringing the prisoner therein 
named, and the person who detains him, if so commanded by the warrant, 
before the officer issuing the same; and thereupon the person detaining 
such prisoner shall make a return in like manner, and the like proceed­
ings shall be had as if a writ of habeas corpus had been issued in the first 
instance. 

(62.) SEC. LXII . If the person having such prisoner in his custody 
shall be brought before such officer as for a criminal offense, he shall be 
examined, committed, bailed, or discharged by such officer, in like manner 
as in other criminal cases of the like nature. 

(63.) SEC. LXIII . Any officer or other person refusing to deliver a 
copy of any order, warrant, process or other authority, by which he shall 
detain any person, to any one, who shall demand such copy and tender 
the fees thereof, shall forfeit two hundred dollars to the person so 
detained. 

(64.) SEC. LXIV. Every writ of habeas corpus may be made return­
able at a day certain, or forthwith, as the case may require. 

(65.) SEC. LXV. Every such writ shall be indorsed with a certifi­
cate that the same has been allowed, and with the date of such allowance, 
which indorsement shall be signed by the officer allowing the writ. 

(66.) SEC. LXYI. \_AS amended on page 16 of the amendments of 
1852 to the revised statutes :~\ Writs of habeas corpus can only be served 
by an elector of some county within this territory; and the service thereof 
shall not be deemed comjjlete so as to require the bringing up of the j>ris-
oner before the officer issuing the same, unless the party serving the same 
shall tender to the person in whose custody the prisoner may be, if such 
person be a sheriff, coroner, constable or marshal, the fees allowed, by law 
for bringing up such prisoner; nor unless he shall also give bond to the 
sheriff, coroner, constable or marshal, as the case may be, in a penalty 
double the amount of the sum for which such prisoner may be detained,

(67.) SEC. LXVII . Every writ of habeas corpus issued pursuant to writ how served, 
this chapter, may be served by delivering the same to the person to whom 
it is directed; if he cannot be found it may be served by being left at the 
jail, or other place in which the prisoner may be confined, with any under 
officer or other person of proper age having charge for the time of such 
prisoner. 

(68.) SEC. LXVUI . If the person on whom the writ ought to be writ how served, 
served conceal himself, or refuse admittance to the party attempting to 
serve the same, it may be served by. affixing the same in some conspicu­
ous place on the outside, either of his dwelling house or of the place where 
the party is confined. 

(69.) S E C . , L X I X . It shall be the duty of every sheriff, coroner, Duty of officer to 
constable, or marshal, upon whom a writ of habeas corpus shall be served, obey writ ' 
whether such writ be directed to him or not, upon payment or tender of .

described, to obey and return such writ according to the exigency thereof;

Every ,officer allowing a writ of habeas corpus, charges of bring-
directed to any other than a sheriff, coroner, constable or marshal, may in mayTeordered 
his discretion require as a duty to be performed, in order to render the t0 be paia-
service thereof effectual, that the charges of bringing up such prisoner 
shall be paid by the petitioner, and in such case he shall in the allowance 
of a writ specify the amount of such charges so to be paid, which shall not 
exceed the fees allowed by law to sheriffs for similar services. 

(71.) SEC. LXXI . If the writ be returnable at a certain day, such When return to 
return shall be made, and such prisoner shall be produced at the time and 
place specified therein ; if it be returnable forthwith, and the place be 
within twenty miles of the place of service, s,uch return shall be made, and 
such prisoner shall be produced within twenty-four hours; and the like 
time shall be allowed for every additional twenty miles. 

(72.) SEC. LXXII . The provisions of the common law, in regard to Common law 
the writ of habeas corpus, treated of in this chapter, are hereby abrogated, abrogated, 
except so much and such parts thereof as' may be necessary to carry into 
full effect the provisions herein contained; and. the authority of courts and 
officers to award such writ, or to proceed thereon by the common law, 
shall be exercised in conformity to the provisions of this chapter, in all 
cases therein provided for. 

(73.) SEC. LXXII I . Nothing contained in this chapter shall be writ to bring up 
construed to restrain the power of any court to issue a writ of habeas Kfy?' *° 
corpus, when necessary to bring before them any prisoner for trial, in 
any criminal' case lawfully pending in the same court, or to bring any 
prisoner to be examined as a witness in any suit or proceeding, civil or 
criminal, pending in such court, when they shall think the personal 
attendance and examination of the witness, necessary for the attainment 
of justice. 
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
